ZAMBIAN COMPLAINT TO SECURITY COUNCIL - 

THE SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT HAS NOW RECEIVED EORMAL REQUEST 
EROM THE ZAMBIAN CHARGE EOR AN URGENT SC MEETING TO CONSIDER 
SOUTH AERICA'S REPEATED ACTS OE AGGRESSION AGAINST ZAMBIA. 

THE COUNCIL MEETING IS NOT ANTICIPATED EARLIER THAN JULY 26, 

WITH ZAMBIAN EOREIGN MINISTER EXPECTED TO ARRIVE NEW YORK 
JULY 23. (USUN 2959)

VIETNAMESE MEMBERSHIP IN THE UN - 

ROMANIAN PERMREP DATCU TOLD AMB BENNETT VIETNAMESE AMBASSADOR 
(FORMER REPRESENTATIVE OF NORTH VIETNAM AND NOW APPARENTLY 
CONFIRMED AS REPRESENTING UNITED VIETNAM) SOUGHT HIS ADVICE RE 
SUBMISSION OF APPLICATION TO SECURITY COUNCIL FOR UN MEMBERSHIP. 

DATCU PAINTED VIETNAMESE IN FAVORABLE COLORS, PRESENTED 
THEM AS MILD IN THEIR COMMENTS ON THE U.S. AND DESIROUS OF 
WORKING OUT UNDERSTANDING ON RELATIONS, AND ARGUED THAT THE 
U.S. HAD A CHANCE TO TURN A NEW PAGE AND ACCEPT VIETNAM'S 
MEMBERSHIP "WITHOUT A LOSS OF U.S. PRINCIPEES." HE SMILINGLY 
AGREED THAT U.S. ESTIMATE LAST YEAR HAD BEEN ACCURATE 
THAT THERE WERE NOT IN FACT SEPARATE ENTITIES AND THAT ONE 
VIETNAM UNDER DOMINATION BY THE NORTH WOULD SHORTLY EMERGE. 

DATCU COMMENTED THAT VIETNAMESE WERE ANXIOUS TO HAVE THEIR 
APPLICATION ACTED ON BY THE GA AT BEGINNING OF THE 3IST

ADVISORY GROUP MEMBERSHIP, AND HAS GENERALLY DECIDED ON BROAD

LABOR, BUSINESS AND MISCELLANEOUS (ACADEMIC, GOVERNMENT OR

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APPEAL FOR UNFICYP VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS - 

SECRETARY GENERAL WALDHEIM, IN RENEWED APPEAL TO UN MEMBER 
STATES TO CONTRIBUTE TO UNFICYP'S SPECIAL ACCOUNT, STATED 
THAT THE ACCUMULATED DEFICIT FOR THE PERIOD THROUGH JUNE 15, 1976, 
NOW STANDS AT $39.7 MILLION, AND TROOP CONTRIBUTING 
COUNTRIES HAVE BEEN SHOULDERING A DISPROPORTIONATE BURDEN AND 
HAVE CONVEYED TO THE SYG THEIR VERY SERIOUS CONCERN OVER THIS 
SITUATION, WHICH CANNOT BE ALLOWED TO CONTINUE INDEFINITELY. 

THE SYG ALSO EMPHASIZED THAT HE COULD DISCHARGE HIS RESPONSIB- 
ILITY IN REGARD TO UNFICYP ONLY IF GOVERNMENTS PROVIDED THE

INTERNATIONAL FUND FOR AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT (IFAD) - 

THE SECRETARY GENERAL SENT MESSAGE TO THE U.S. POINTING OUT THAT 
IT HAD NOT BEEN POSSIBLE TO OPEN AGREEMENT ON IFAD BECAUSE OF 
SHORT-FALL OF $63 MILLION IN IFAD TARGET OF $1 BILLION AND 
SEEKING ADDITIONAL CONTRIBUTIONS. (USUN 2946) 

COMMITTEE OF 24 SUBCOMMITTEE ON SMALL TERRITORIES - 

THE SUBCOMMITTEE HEARD A STATEMENT JULY 20 ON THE SITUATION IN 
GUAM BY REID (AUSTRALIA), WHO SAID THERE HAD BEEN "FURTHER 
ENCOURAGING PROGRESS IN THE POLITICAL AND CONSTITUTIONAL 
FIELD." HE ASKED WHAT OPTIONS REGARDING FUTURE POLITICAL 
STATUS WERE BEING PRESENTED IN THE PROPOSED REFERENDUM, AND 
STRESSED THE NEED FOR AN ADEQUATE PROGRAM OF POLITICAL 
EDUCATION TO PRECEDE THAT REFERENDUM. HE ALSO ASKED IF SPECIAL 
CENSUS WAS CARRIED OUT IN 1975 AND, IF SO, IF U.S. WOULD 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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PROVIDE UP-DATED CENSUS INFORMATION. HE WELCOMED THE RULING OF THE 
NINTH U.S. CIRCUIT COURT OF APPEALS THAT GUAM ACTED WITHIN ITS 
AUTHORITY IN CREATING A SUPREME COURT WITH APPELATE JURISDICTION 
OVER LOCAL, NON-FEDERAL ISSUES. HE TOOK CAREFUL NOTE OF THE 
GUAM LEGISLATURE'S RESOLUTION EXPRESSING THE DESIRE OF THE 
PEOPLE TO MAINTAIN THEIR CURRENT RELATIONSHIP WITH THE U.S., 

AND FAVORED COMMITTEE OF 24 CONSULTATIONS WITH THE PEOPLE OF 
GUAM OR PARTICIPATION BY THEIR REPRESENTATIVES IN THE COMMITTEE'S 
CONSIDERATION OF THE TERRITORY. REID WELCOMED THE PROPOSAL TO 
OBTAIN A PRELIMINARY COMPREHENSIVE ECONOMIC MASTER PLAN. 
EXPRESSING DISTRESS OVER DESTRUCTION BY TYPHOON PAMELA, HE 
ASKED IF THERE COULD BE FURTHER STUDY TO ENSURE THAT FUTURE 
CONSTRUCTION WAS DESIGNED TO WITHSTAND SUCH ONSLAUGHTS. HE 
ALSO ASKED FOR U.S. COMMENTS ON THE APRIL 18 NEW YORK TIMES 
ARTICLE ON THE APPEARANCE OF SEVERE STRAINS IN THE TERRITORY'S PUBLIC 
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SCHOOL SYSTEM. 

KRESSLER, ANSWERING AN EARLIER AUSTRALIAN QUESTION ON THE 
NUMBER OE PEOPLE RECEIVING EOOD STAMPS, EXPLAINED THAT WHILE 
THE CENSUS LISTED POPULATION OP 71,000 POR GUAM, U.S. MILITARY 
PERSONNEL AND THEIR DEPENDENTS WERE ALSO ELIGIBLE TO RECEIVE 
STAMPS POLLOWING THE TYPHOON, AND THUS 82,000 PEOPLE HAD BEEN 
RECIPIENTS OP THE STAMPS. 

THE SUBCOMMITTEE ALSO ADOPTED REPORT ON ST. HELENA WHICH 
CONTAINED RECOMMENDATIONS POR CONTINUED ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE 
BY THE UK, COUPLED WITH ENCOURAGEMENT POR THE FORMATION 
OF POLITICAL PARTIES. 

COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA MISSION VISIT TO LATIN AMERICA - 

UN ANNOUNCED THAT A MISSION FROM THE UN COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA, 
HEADED BY DE ROSENZWEIG-DIAZ (MEXICO), LEFT NEW YORK FOR 
CONSULTATIONS WITH GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS IN LATIN AMERICA ON 
THE IMPLEMENTATION OF UN RESOLUTIONS CONCERNING NAMIBIA. IT 
WAS TO TRAVEL TO LIMA JULY 13, BRASILIA JULY 18, RIO DE JANEIRO 
JUEY 22 AND CARACAS JULY 25, RETURNING TO NEW YORK JULY 29.
